1. Introduction 

Under current JCS directives the debriefing of returned prisoners of 
war or other repatriated personnel after their return to the US is not a 
primary responsibility of ASPIC (hereinafter referred to as ATX) . How- 
ever, in the interest of economy and efficiency of operation, it is be- 
lieved this or rani nation Is well suited to conduct these debrief inf s . 

It is understood that each, service is presently planning additional 
debriefings of a portion of their returnee personnel for positive in- 
formation, as Indicated in para* raph 2, within the US. These separate 
actions will inevitably result in considerable duplication of effort 
and unequal easphasis with little over-all coordination. The follow! nr 
plan Is proposed to deal effectively with this situation. 

2* Purpose 

The purpose of this plan is to centralize the detailed exploita- 
tion of American returned POW'a and other repatriated personnel in 
order to father intelligence, and to consolidate information on c®&- 
Himist ?Cfe procedures for future use by reconstructing for each PCJft 
caap, as far as possible, the following information t 

a* Communist camp organization and personalities. 

b. UK organisation within the comp and personalities. 

c. C asp life routine (including labor requirements, recrea- 
tion, and camp publications). 
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d* Cosamunlst indoctrination process as and methods. 

e» Ssessy interrogation techniques* 

£* Camp living conditions— —i*o» , housing, food# clothinr , 

medical care* etc* 

g, Escape and evasion efforts. 

h. Casualty infonaatlon. 

i* Count erint elli rence . 

4* Intelligence interests not covered by above will be 
serviced based on specific requests for information. However, no 
questionnaires or 8 ask each repatriate* - type requirements will be 
serviced.

a* Meed on available data and reports, A5G, representing the 
Arjaed Forces and CIA will select a representative ample of repatrates 
froa each caap (about 10) for detailed debriefing at ASC. After 30-day 
leaves and as scheduled by ASC, subject to the approval of, and after 
intelligence processing ly, their parent services, those selected will 
be placed on TUT with ASC for about $ working days. 

b. Continental Arsaies, Air Commands, and Naval Districts will 
not be relieved of responsibility for developing detailed information 
covered by separate service requirements. 

5* lesponaiblittes 

a. Each service will provide specific intelligence requirements 
and necessary personnel as per existing joint service regulations con- 
cerning ASC.

(1) Prepare and plan for debriefings and arrange for 
debriefing personnel and facilities. 

(2) Devise suitable debriefing techniques consistent with 
the repatriates* physical and mental condition.
